5. ZAMBIA AND SOUTH AFRICA CONTINUE TO TALK 

ZAMBIAN PRESIDENTIAL ADVISOR MARK CHONA TOLD EMBASSY LUSAKA

-FACED WITH THE RHODESIAN STALEMATE, ZAMBIA AND SOUTH 
AFRICA HAVE AGREED TO KEEP COMMUNICATIONS OPEN THOUGH 
STANDING ASIDE WHILE THE ANC AND SMITH SORT OUT THEIR 
PROBLEMS. 

-VORSTER AND KAUNDA AGREED "VERY CONFIDENTIALLY" AT 

VICTORIA FALLS THAT IF WARFARE COMES IN RHODESIA NEI- 
THER WILL INTERVENE MILITARILY.
